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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claims 1 and 5 replace the limitation "or a peptide derivative thereof with the 
limitation "or breakdown product thereof (referring to an oligopeptide of at most 30 amino acids) raises new issues because the art 
rejection of record rejects all claims based upon the first limitation (and thus any change to the claims that obviate the art rejection of 
record may also necessitate a new art rejection based upon the new and remaining limitations, which art rejection was not previously 
required to be set forth because it was redundant with the art rejection of record and/or is not needed to address a previously not present 
limitation), and the second limitation is a new limitation that was never previously considered and thus would require further 
consideration and search. The new limitation raises the issue of new matter because a review of the the section of the application that 
the applicant indicates provides support did not identify actual support for the new limitation.
